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I’f.llow-uitizexs  : — Wu  liavc  a«rnil>lu(l  liure, 
oil  lliis  oi'casion,  iiiiili'r  llie  nirrcil'iil  proviilt’iice  ot  i 
our  conitMon  Faihur,  lo  (‘ruct  this  iiiarhiu  stone  in 
Hictiiory  of  our  ilcceiised  hrotlicr,  m  Iiosc  voice  is 
liuslied  in  tlic  soleniit  stillness  of  dcatli,  tind  m’Iiosc 
ashes  rest  licneatli  this  turf,  thnovn  over  hisjirave. 
We  have  eonie  to2»-tlicr  for  a  jiiirpose  hi"  witli  tlie 
interests  of  otlirr  ilays,  and  fresh  vvith  a  thoiisaml 
incidents  of  former  years.  The  places  which  lie 
has  once  known,  he  M’ill  revisit  no  more,  'liie 
family,  once  joyful  in  his  presence,  happy  in  his 
siR'iety  and  instructed  hy  his  counsel,  is  left  to 
mourn  tic  loss  of  a  friend,  whose  memory  is  eni- 
halmed  in  the  soul's  undyiii"  afli'Ctions.  Ills  com¬ 
panion,  his  children,  his  ridatives  Jind  friends,  will 
often  come  to  this  jilai'c,  Avith  a  slow  and  trembliii" 
step,  and  drop  the  H  ar  of  sorrow  over  the  arave  of 
the  departed.  Hi  re  a  tliousatid  reeollections  will 
arise  in  their  minds  of  fortiier  days,  when  the  sun¬ 
shine  of  domestic  peace  and  socitil  enjoyment  shone  i 
proudly  down  upon  the  fimiily  circle,  and  the  angel 
of  hope  held  liirth  years  of  prosperous  jileasure. 

O  how  uncertain  is  all  we  value  most,  “  in  this 
inconstant  world” !  Time  relieves  the  hurden  of 
our  anxiety,  and  sweeps  into  ohlivion  all  our  earth¬ 
ly  expectations,  llctiire  our  design  is  matured,  or 
our  work  aecom|>lished,  we  lie  down  on  the  hed  of 
death.  No  tiiortal  tirtii  can  prevail  against  the  de-  ; 
stroyer,  nor  human  wisdom  dischiirge  the  claims  of 
dissolving  naturi'.  Suhmission  to  its  sovereign  de-  ' 
cree,  resignation  to  its  resistless  power,  and  recon- 1 
ciliation  to  its  fatal  grasp,  is  all  that  remains  for  a 
vigorous  mind,  when  lingering  upon  the  confines  of  ^ 
eternity.  i 

These  totiihs  tell  us  the  work  of  death.  Yea,; 
more;  they  tidl  us  of  tnourning  friends,  who  have  ; 
wept  over  the  dying,  and  M'ho  htive  followed  their 
companions,  parents,  children,  brothers  and  sisters 
to  tjiis  receptacle  of  mort.ality.  They  tell  us,  that 
”  all  flesh  is  as  grass,”  that  “  this  world  is  not  our 
c^Hitinuing  city,”  and  that  neither  riches  nor  pover¬ 
ty  can  save  us  from  the  iticxorabledoorn  that  awaits 
all  die  living.  Tlu-y  tell  us  of  prostr.ated  hojies,  of  , 
buried  jovs.  andofcalculatiotis  disappointed.  They  ; 
retninii  ns  of  ottr  dejiendence  on  God— t)f  that  reli¬ 
gion  that  illumines  the  darkness  of  the  grave,  and  i 
of  that  immortal  home,  where  tears  never  How,  sor-  |, 
mw  never  rises,  and  death  never  comes.  ij 

How  often  has  ottr  deceased  brother,  to  whose 'j 
memory  we  rear  these  everlasting  stones,  visited  a 
tho  latid  of  graves,  and  participated  in  the  alllic-'j 
fions  of  the  mourtiing  circle!  How  often  has  hel; 
stood  by  the  couch  of  the  sick  and  the  distressed, 
to  administer  the  cup  of  consolation  to  afllicied  hu-  | 
inanity!  How  often  has  he  exhibited  to  thcde-ij 
spondmg  soul,  “  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ | 
the  exhaust  less  treasures  of  a  “  better  country,”  and 
the  fadeless  betiuties  of  a  happier  world !  Fortwen- 1| 
ty  years  he  labored  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  j, 
and  bore  testimony  to  the  impartial  grace  of  our  ' 
Father  in  heaven.  For  twenty  years  he  “con- 
touded  etirtiestly  for  tho  faith  once  delivered  to  the 
saitits,”  and  braved  the  storm  of  opposition  like  a ' 
good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  To  this  cause  he  sa¬ 
crificed  his  temjioral  interests,  fireside  enjoyment, 
and  the  favoritism  of  a  religious  world.  Embark¬ 
ing  in  the  promulgation  of  a  doctrine,  condemned 
as  the  vilest  heresy,  and  whose  advocates  were  re¬ 
proached  as  the  emissaries  of  satan,  with  only  here 
and  there  a  solitary  friend,  to  encourage  his  heart 
(nd  render  him  pecuniary  assistance,  hs  labored 


under  those  discourugiiig  ciri  umsiances,  which 
were  well  calculated  to  try  his  faith  in  “tliercs- 
litutioii  of  all  things.”  Nothing  short  of  an  unwn-  | 
xcriiig  confidence  in  Gisl,  and  faith  in  the  victori¬ 
ous  reign  of  Immanuel,  could  have  armed  his  soul 
with  su.  li  liiitiiiide  and  jierseverance  in  that  dark 
hour,  when  bigotry  ereeted  her  cruel  throtic,  attd 
superstition  her  iiiliTtial  altars,  on  the  ruins  of  reli-  ' 
gioiis  liberty  and  the  rights  of  man.  Nothing  short 
of  the  purest  devotion,  atid  the  tnost  sincerti  attach- , 
tiietit  to  the  eausc  of  his  Master,  could  liave  stis- , 
taiiied  his  soul,  atnid  the  storm  of  persecution  and  ■ 
the  whirlwittd  of  m  rath,  that  rose  in  ttierciless  fury 
against  the  defenders  of  the  cross  oftdirist  atid  the 
unmerited  gniee  of  GimI.  Tretited  as  the  otl'sconr- 
ings  of  the  earth,  reproached  as  the  abettors  of  the 
most  abaudotied  libertinism,  and  eharged  with  open-  i 
ing  the  lloodgiites  of  iniipiity,  by  the  promulg.ition  ; 
of  a  doctrine  that  would  gertiiinate  the  deepest  cor- 
ruiition  iti  the  mind,  and  cast  its  witheritig  curse 
oMT  the  moral  world,  the  early  pre.aehers  of  Uni- 
vcrsalism  stutd  like  an  immortal  itludanx,  while 
the  arrows  of  tnalignity  fell  harmless  :it  their  feet. 
No  luime  was  too  contemptible,  tio  report  too  false,  | 
atid  no  policy  too  wicked  f!>r  the  dejtraved  /etil  of 
those  times  to  encourage,  to  tirrest  the  progress  of 
liberal  Christianity  in  our  latid.  l>ut  neither  the  ; 
reproach  of  enemies,  nor  the  intolerance  of  jierse-  ■ 
euiion,  lilting  her  iron  hand  to  crush  the  freedom 
of  jtri\j;te  judgtiietit,  ttioved  the  undautited  spirits; 
of  “those  days  th.at  tried  tnen’s  smils,”  To  them  i 
belonged  tiot  the  labor  of  reviling  lor  reviling,  nor! 
of  retiirtiing  evil  for  evil.  To  them  belotiged  not 
ih»“  work  of  falsehiKKi,  misrepresentation  and  veu-  ' 
gi'ance,  but  peace,  kindness  atid  charity.  It  was  J 
tin  irs  to  n  turn  giMnl  for  evil,  truth  liir  error,  and ' 
merej’  for  wrath.  It  was  theirs  to  refortn  the  way- , 
ward,  to  enlighten  the  igtiorant,  to  raise  iijt  ilie 
bowt  d  down,  and  to  comliirt  tlutse  that  mourned. 
It  was  theirs  lo  “  jtreaeh  the  Gospt'l  to  every  crea-  ' 
tiirc,”  lo  release  the  prisoners  from  the  prisonhoiise 
of  dee))  despair,  and  deliver  the  mind  from  the  do¬ 
minion  of  darkness — from  the  curse  of  that  enemv. ! 
bigotrx’.  which  reigned  in  terrible  triumph  over  i!ie 
ndigious  world.  They  saw  what  error  had  done — 
how  many  minds  had  beeotne  hostile  to  the  Gosju  1 
of  Jesus,  tmd  relintpiished  all  hope  of  a  blessed, 
hereafter — all  faith  iti  the  Christian  religion — how  ! 
many  groaned  under  ihe  btirdeii  of  sin  and  doubt, ' 
and  sank  down  under  the  awtid  iippreliension,  that ' 
the  Saviour  would  ultitiiately  realize  disaj'iioirit- | 
ment,  and  tnillions  be  diMUtied  to  a  region  oi'  tire,  | 
where  hope  never  cotnes,  delivt  ranee  nevi  r  smiles, ; 
atid  miserv  never  eeases.

Such  was  ihe  prospect  whicli  the  moral  world' 
exhibited,  wbeii  that  servatit  of  Christ,  whose  bislv  ' 
rests  in  tliis  land  of  graves,  i  tiibarked  on  an  tmtler- 1 
takitig  which  tost  sacrifices  few  can  esiitnate,  fori 
the  ri'fiirmation  and  hapiiiness  of  th<‘  world.  Re- ; 
gardless  of  jiersonal  ease  or  wealth,  he  entered  lliei 
field  full  of  courage  atid  strength.  With  a  zeal  that  1 
overcame  every  hardshi|)— a  liirtitude  that  triiimeh-  j 
ed  over  all  op|iosition,  and  a  devotion  tiiat  scorned' 
hypocrisy,  he  w.ts  entdtied  to  finish  his  course  witii  [ 
joy,  ami  witness  the  dawn  of  ;i  moral  resurrection, 
among  mankind.  Converts  were  tmdli]ilied  ; 
cieties  organized ;  churches  ert'cted ;  ami  laborers' 
rewarde  d.  He  lived  to  set'  the  eflert  of  the  imre ' 
Gospel  on  the  charat  ter  of  thousands.  He  saw  tin- 1 
kindness  giving  way  to  love;  tyranny  to  libertv  :  I 
intolerance  todiarity;  error  to  truth ;  darkness  to! 
light;  doubt  to  faith ;  vice  to  virtue ;  and  sorrow  to 
joy.  He  saw  sadness  ami  gloom  depart  from  the 
unbeliever,  .and  cheerfulness  brotMl  over  the  coun¬ 
tenance  of  despair,  on  the  assurance  of  those  happv 
tidings  that  ^  0;om  th«  lip«  of  th«  A^oointgd,  and 


badi'  the  world  rejoii  e.  He  saw  the  dying  lifted 
in  heavenly  trans|M)rls  lo  the  throne  of  the  Eternal, 
by  the  power  of  t'aiih  in  the  (Jospel  j>reached  to 
Aliraham,  and  comliirted  with  the  prospective  glo- 
rii  s  d  :i  ransomed  universe.  Even  in  the  last 
struggle  of  exjiiring  nature,  he  had  often  belu'ld  a 
composure  of  mind,  a  peace  of  soul,  and  a  reconci¬ 
liation  to  GimI,  which  nought  but  the  truth  can  im¬ 
part  to  mortals  in  this  trying  moment.  lie  had 
seen  the  weej'ing  family  ( irele  gather  around  the 
bi  d'idc,  siitl’usdl  in  tears,  .-nul  lamenting  the  rava- 
gi  s  of  dejith.  He  had  often  been  ealleil  to  the 
liiui-c  ot'  motirning,  and  as  often  ]>oiired  forth  his 
( loipienee  in  de.serihing  the  love  of  Gixl,  eommend- 
I  il  to  a  sinful  World  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  mitigate 
their  alllietion,  strengtlien  their  liiilh,  and  heal  their 
laet  rated  bosoms.  How  often  bits  be  liillowed,  in 
the  silent  train,  the  bier  of  some  beloved  friend  lo 
the  mouldering  urn !  Tliere  be  has  seen  the  coffin 
lowered  into  the  earth's  cold  bosom,  and  heard  the 
hollow  sound  of  the  falling  clay,  which  ha.s  shut 
Iroiii  human  vision,  features  oiiee  blixaning  with 
health  and  beauty — features  dear  in  the  recollec- 
lioii  of  surviving  friends.  And.  amid  all  the  affiic- 
fioi  s  of  sickness  tiiid  death,  it  was  his  lahor  to  com¬ 
fort  the  sorrowful,  by  exhibiting  the  wisdom  and 
im  rcy  of  Heaven,  and  the  immortal  blessedness  of 
a  f:;t  ..re  exi-tenee.  Ib  ing  strong  in  the  faith  of  the 
Gospel,  he  could  strengthen  others.  And  we  know, 
lluu  wliat  he  had  liiiiiul  to  administer  consolation  lo 
others  on  the  bed  of  deaili,  he  also  found  to  be  a 
theme  of  rejoicing  in  the  last  monu  nl  of  bis  earthly 
earei  r.  IJreaking  out  in  the  ceslaey  of  the  joyful 
prospect,  it  a|)peared  as  though  his  soul  was  on  the 
eontiiies  of  eternity.  Rut  lie  has  gone — gone  to 
that  '‘bourn  wlienee  no  traveller  returns”— gone 
to  ibat  better  country  brought  to  light  in  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  V,  lu  re  the  sweet  music  of  imniortai  lyres,  the 
ricii  melody  ot  angel  voices,  and  the  harmony  of 
eelesiial  strains,  fill  tlie  sonl  with  unutterable  de¬ 
light.  There  III)  dark  cloud  of  adversity  obscures 
the  light  of  jierfect  peace,  nor  angry  billows  rise  to 
ili'tarb  the  iiaiet  of  eteniiiy’s  vast  ocean.  But, 
thoiigii  the  portals  of  heaven  liavclieen  opened  to 
rei't  ive  his  dejKirted  spirit — •  hough  the  grave  holds 
poss(  >sion  of  Ills  earthly  tabernacle,  yet  the  living 
hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  services,  the  vir¬ 
tues  and  siifii  ringsof  a  man,  whose  davs  have  been 
devoted  totbe  amelioraiioiiofsix'ieiy,  and  the  moral 
ini  rovemenl  of  mankind  in  knowledge  and  practi- 
eril  ge.iliiiess. 

To  the  memory  of  a  friend  and  hrotlicr,  who  has 
eros>cd  the  Aihmtie  to  enjoy  the  freedom  of  Amo- 
rlean  independence  ;  who  has  stemmed  the  tide  of 
persceiitioii,  iiolihng  in  one  hand  the  olive  branch  of 
peace,  anil,  in  the  otlier,  the  white  banner  of  eter¬ 
nal  love,  when  green-eyed  malice  hurled  her  shafts 
at  def  nceless  innix  enee ;  and  who  has  died  in  the 
cause  of  universal  grace;  we  raise  this  monumen¬ 
tal  stone.  \Ye  raise  it  in  remi'inbranee  of  his  worth, 
his  iisi  fulness  and  philanthropy.  Let  friendship's 
last  I'if.  i'ing,  virtue's  last  claim,  and  merit’s  last  re¬ 
ward,  tell  the  world — tell  posterity — that  the  re¬ 
mains  ot  Isaac  W’iiitxall,  a  minister  of  universal 
ri'.  oneiliation,  rest  in  solemn  stillness  here.  Here, 
let  generations  to  come,  rejiair,  and  drop  the  tear  of 
gratitude  on  this  silent  grave;  and  here,  let  all  be 
laiigiit  the  end  of  all  llesh.  Let  these  voieeless 
tombs  speak  of  death — speak  of  heaven,  and  the 
hapjiinessot  the  resurrection  world  ;  that  our  affieo- 
lions  may  be  weaned  from  earthly  things,  and  set 
on  things  above ;  and  above  ail,  that  we  may  pos¬ 
sess  and  enjoy  that  happiness,  which  a  firm  reli¬ 
ance  on  Goil  and  the  hope  of  immortality,  only,  uac 
inspire  in  our  hearts,

The  next  day  1  passed  a  small  village  called 
Zoar,  which  is,  or  has  been,  owned  by  a  company 
of  Germans,  who  jkissoss  six  thousand  acres  of 
land  in  the  vicinity.  One  thing  among  tfaem  is 
peculiar.  They  have  a  building  placed  on  wlieels, 
sufticicntly  large  to  accommodate  a  small  family 
who  act  as  shepherds  tif  their  flocks.  They  have 
jiortable  fences  or  pens,  which  are  moved  from 
field  to  field  for  the  security  of  the  shecji  through j 
the  night.  A  large  dog  is  used  fiir  the  jiurjiose  of 
driving  them  from  one  lot  to  another;  ami  the  sheep 
are  in  jierfcct  subjeetion ;  following  the  person  who 
walks  in  front  to  lead  the  way.  It  is  (juite  inte¬ 
resting  to  see  a  single  dog  ilri\  iiig  some  fiiur  hun¬ 
dred  sheep,  with  more  facility  than  it  could  be  done 
by  a  number  of  persons.  I  am  told  that  this  so- 
cietv  is  very  wealthy,  and  that  they  avoid  inter¬ 
course  with  Americans,  except  to  obtain  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  arts  ami  sciences.  Whenever  a  person 
is  admitted  info  tlieir  society,  his  jiroperty,  if  he 
has  any,  becomes  common  stiK'k,  and  cannot  be 
taken  away,  though  he  himself  should  secede  from 
them. 

I  reached  Co.shocton,  October  14,  and  lectured 
on  that  and  the  following  evening,  to  small  but  re¬ 
spectable  congregations.  I'liere  are  .a  few,  and 
hut  a  few  zealous  supporters  of  religious  truth  in 
this  place.  I  vusited  a  number  of  agreeable  friends 
living  two  miles  East  of  the  village,  and  during 
this  excursion,  explored  a  number  of  coal  mines 
that  lie  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Into  one  we 
entered  a  distance  of  twenty  nxls,  through  a  pas¬ 
sage  four  feet  and  a  half  high,  and  the  same  in 
width.  These  mines  are  very  extensive,  and  bid 
fair  to  render  this  section  important.  In  returning 
from  this  geological  excursion,  w’e  examined  the 
«pot  where  the  prineipal  part  of  a  tribe  of  Indians 
were  massacred  by  General  Broadhead,  at  the  time

A  Mr.  Tibbets,  one  of  the  many  Methodist  clergy¬ 
men  in  this  vicinity,  jxissessliig  rather  more  moral 
courage  than  the  others,  sometime  since  consented 
to  meet  me  in  the  field  of  controversy,  (a  field,  by- 
thc-by,  in  which  they  are  seldom  fouiul,)  and  debate 
the  all-important  question.  Will  all  mankind  tiiuilly 
be  made  holy  and  hajijiy  !  Tlie  humble  writer  of 
this  article  endeavored  tosujiport  the  alfirmativc  of| 
the  ipiestioii,  and  appealed  to  the  word  of  God  for' 
jinxjf  of  his  affirmation.

This  kind  of  fasting,  the  New  i 
Testament  may  commend,  but  it  does  not  autliori/x‘  any

I  “  Defraud  not  ye  one  the  other,  except  it  lie  with  con- 1 
'  sent  for  a  time,  that  ye  may  give  yuirselves  to  fasting  and  | 
prayer ;  and  come  togetlier  again,  tliiit  saUin  tempt  you 
not  for  your  incontineney.”  1  Cor.  vii:  5.  Thi.s  is 
!  alluded  to,  as  supporting  and  authorizing  fasting.  It  can 
I  hardly  lie  so  considered  if  we  receive  tlie  above  tpiotiitioii 
{  from  the  common  translation.  Lut  late  investigations 
I  show  tliat  the  word  fasting  is  an  interpolation.  *  Indeed, 

I  there  is  much  in  the  New  Testament  to  show  that  all  ordi- 
I  nances  were  done  away.  St.  I’aiil  says,  (Col.  ii:)  that 
I  Christ  has  etliiced  tlie  obligation  we  wore  under  as  re- 
I  specLs  onliiinnces ;  and  tlwt  we  shall  not  be  judged  m 
“  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  a  Inly  day.  ’  Tertul- 
I  lian,  who  flourished  in  the  second  caitury,  observes — 

I  “  the  Christian’s  God  has  not  prescrihed  tiny  fiLst,  nor 
'  forbid  him  tmy  aliment:  that  which  be  has  forbidden  him 
^  are  actions  that  are  bad ;  tliat  which  he  has  coumianded, 
,are  actioiLs  that  are  good.”  (Ue  Jejune  adv.  Psych.) 

’  St.  Biisil  also  observes — “the  true  Christian  fait  consists 
•  in  abstiiiniiig  from  vice-^to  fast  from  disputes,  nalignity 
'  and  injustice.” 

This  kind  of  fiist  is  of  perpetual  obligutioii  ipon  tlie 
Christian ;  but  I  see  no  ground,  in  any  of  the  touchings 
or  practices  of  Christ,  for  abstuiniiig  from  footl,  luiless  tlie 
appetite  is  impaired.  When  Christ  hiul  fasted  forty  days, 
it  is  said  that  lie  beciinie  an  hungered,  and  did  ea; ;  plain¬ 
ly  implying  that  during  the  periotl  of  fasting,  he  had  not 
been  an  hungered.  Indeed  fasting,  as  a  Christiiii  duty, 

.  is  hardly  reconcilable  with  tlie  care  which  Christ  had 
,  fur  the  bodies  of  men,  ns  evidenced  by  his  nmieroiis 
I  mincles  wrought  for  its  welfare,  and  even  a  niracle  to 
feed  tlie  multitude. 

But  though  Christ  did  not  authorize  fasting  fron  food, 

^  yet  his  religion  is  one  of  strict  tempenince.  WhiU  it  im¬ 
poses  no  observanexs  that  may  not  lie  kept,  alike  it  every 
,  place,  :md  by  all  mankind,  it  gives  liiierty  to  ei\py  the 
I  gills  of  God ;  at  tlie  same  time  discountenancing  aisteri- 
'  ties  and  penances,  and  too  great  sensual  indulgence. —
